short history of the town which is 
given below. 


Antedating the Revolutionary 


War by more than twenty years 
and in fact its founding coinci- 
dent 
fMt with flu* 


Indian War, Fairfield, in the per- 
son of its residents, has not been 
found wanting when the call to 
arms has been sounded. 


The iirst settlers of this com- 


munity, mostly of Scotch-Irish 
descent, first received a deed for 
(lie land on which the town now 
is situated from Charles Carroll, 
of Annapolis, Maryland, in 1775. 
This patent conveyed to one John 
Miller all (he land in that section 
for the purpose of 
establishing 


a settlement. 


With the Miller family there 


al<so migrated to this settlement 
the progenitors of the Wilson, 
Robinson, 
Marshall, 
McGinley, 


Culbertson, 
Donaldson, 
Paxton 


and Witherow 
families, all of 


whom were of Scotch-Irish de- 
scent. 
They established a Pres- 


byterian church about 1796 at the 
Lawer Marsh Creek, about three 
miles from the present site of 
the town, which is being used at 
the present time. 


The settlement was first laid 


out by Squire William Miller, one 
of the sons of John Miller, in 1801 
and was named by him Millers- 
town, after its founder, but this 
was changed to Fairfield Post 
Office in 1825. 
The first house 


as far as 
could be ascertained 


had been built by William Miller 
in 1760 on the land which now 
comprises the Landis farm, and 
in 17»7, Mr. Miller built the first 
Jmnk barn which was to be found 
in this section of the state, and 
so well was it constructed that it 
is still standing and in use at 
the present time. 


Had Churches Early 


There were two churches con- 


structed within the present town 
limits of Fairfield as early as 
1827, 
congregations of Method- 


ists and Reforraeds being organiz- 
ed at that time. These denomi- 
nations* were followed by the Lu- 
therans and Catholics, and still 
later by the Christian church. 


That the residents of the vil- 


lage during the troublous times 
of 1861-1865 were quick to dem- 
onstrate their allegiance to the 
Union is evinced by the fact that

Then, just as the Heebner's au- 


tomobile, with the bridegroom at 
the wheel, was passing a line of 
eight large busses,

shield of their car. 


A cry of pain escaped the lips 


of the young bridegrom, and his 
hands left the steering wheel and 
were clapped over his eyes, from 
which btaod and a colorless fluid 
began to trickle down his cheeks.

M artin and Keller were given pre­ 
lim inary hearings this m orning be­ 
fore Justice Appier.

M artin was released in $300 
bail for the A ugust term of court on 
the charge of operating a motor ve­ 
hicle while under Uhe influence of 
liquor.

In planning for the event thi 
members of the committee have 
spent no little time in preparing 
everything which might bt* of in­ 
terest to the visitors and in this 
connection they have prepared a 
short history of the town which is 
given below. 
Antedating the 
Revolutionary 
War by more than twenty years 
and in fact its founding cornel* 
th the French and 


Indian War, Fairfield, in the per­ 
son of its residents, has not been 
found wanting when the call to 
arms has been sounded. 
the first settlers of this com­ 
munity, 
mostly 
of Scotch-Irish 
descent, first received a deed for 
the land on which the town now 
its situated from Charles Carroll, 
of Annapolis, Maryland, in 1775. 
This patent conveyed to one John 
Miller all the land iii that section 
for the purpose 
of 
establishing 
a settlement. 
With the Miller family there 
also migrated to this settlement 
the progenitors of the Wilson, 
Robinson, 
Marshall, 
McGuffey, 
Culbertson, 
Donaldson, 
Paxton 
and 
Witherow 
families, 
all of 
whom were of Scotch-Irish de­ 
scent. 
They established a Pres­ 
byterian church about 1796 at the 
Pawer Marsh Creek, about three 
miles from the present site of 
the town, which is living used at 
the present time. 
The settlement was first laid 
out by Squire William Miller, one 
of the sons of John Miller, in 1801 
and was named by him Millers­ 
town, after its founder, but this 
was changed 
to 
Fairfield 
Post 
Office in 1825. 
The first house 
as far 
as 
could be ascertained 
had been built by William Miller 
in 1760 on the land which now 
comprises the Landis farm, and 
in 1797, Mr. Miller built the first 
^iank barit which was to In* found 
in this section of the state, and 
so well was it constructed that it 
is still standing and in use at 
the present time. 
Had Churches Early 
There were two churches con­ 
structed within the present town 
limits of Fairfield as early as 
1827, congregations 
of Method­ 
ists and Reformeds being organiz­ 
ed at that time. 
These denomi­ 
nations were followed by the Lu­ 
therans and Catholics, and still 
later by the Christian church. 
That the residents of the vil­ 
lage during the 
troublous times 
of 1861-1865 were quick to dem­ 
onstrate their allegiance to the 
Union is evinced by the fact that
